Vehicle Crash- Town of Genesee 

 

On Sunday July 17th, 2022, at 1:34 p.m., The Waukesha County Sheriff’s Department 
responded to the area of Hwy 59 and Rockwood Trl. in the Town of Genesee for a report of a 
vehicle crash.  
 
From the initial investigation, it appears a pickup truck traveling westbound on Hwy 59 
operated by a 34 year-old female, crossed over the center line striking a van traveling 
eastbound on Hwy 59 operated by an 84 year-old-male. The operator of the van sustained life 
threating injuries as a result of the crash and succumbed to his injures. The female passenger 
of the van and both occupants of the pickup truck were transported to an area hospital for non-
life threating injuries.  
 
Hwy 59 was closed for the crash investigation and clean up for approximately five hours.  
 
The Waukesha County Sheriff’s Department was assisted by Wisconsin State Patrol, the 
Village of Mukwonago and Summit Police Departments, Lake Country and the City of 
Waukesha Fire Departments and Kettle Moraine Fire District. 
 
This crash remains under investigation by the Waukesha County Sheriff’s Department and 
Wisconsin State Patrol.
